EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

2. Claim 1 is allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art references discloses a snowmobiles comprising a plurality of similar 
structures as claimed, but fails to disclose a wheel mechanism particularly comprising a 
strut, a hydraulic unit, a shield and said ground-engaging wheel all movable between a 
stored orientation with the ground-engaging wheel located adjacent to the snowmobile 
and a use orientation with the ground-engaging wheel spaced apart from said 
snowmobile, the ground-engaging wheel supporting the front end of the snowmobile 
and elevating the ground-engaging runner elements off of the ground when the ground- 
engaging wheel is in the use orientation whereby the snowmobile is supported by said 
ground-engaging wheel and the drive mechanism of the snowmobile when said ground- 
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engaging wheel is in the use orientation and the snowmobile is supported by the drive 
mechanism and the ground-engaging runner elements when the ground-engaging 
wheel is in the stored orientation.
